Hearst continued active as presi­ 
dent and editorial head of the na­ 
tionwide Hearst newspapers until 
his list, fatal illness.

Reliable information reaching Al­ 
lied authorities said Chinese Red 
leaders do not want Allied prison­ 
ers transferred to Chinese soil. TO 
do *3 would destroy the Commun­ 
ist contention ihat only Chinese 
volunteers*’ ^»re fighting in Korea. 
The number of American and 
other U. N. prisoners never has been 
announced by the Reds. Allied sour­ 
ces estimate the total number at 
approximately 10,000. 
The Communist Peiping radio has 
carried over a period of months 
the *names of approximately 1,000 
Americans it has said were being 
held in Korea. The Red radio re- 
eased the names a few at a time In 
propaganda broadcasts from Janu­ 
ary through early July. There have 
seen numerous duplications.* 
Invariably the broadcasts, pur­ 


porting to be messages written by 
the prisoners themselvee. stressed 
that the men were being well treat­ 
ed. Most of the '‘messages* urged 
that foreign troops be' withdrawn 
from Korea to the war could end. 
Since the Kaesong military arm­ 
istice conference opened July 10, 
and the question of troop with­ 
drawals was deferred imtil a later 
conference at a higher level, the 
Red radio has made no further 
broadcasts of prisoner messages.

YOUR HEALTH 
Cases Of Jaundice Result 
From Variety Of Ailments 
B j HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
The body has a special and com­ 
plicated system for disposing of the 
iron-containing pigments which 
color the blood ffhen they are freed 
by the destruction of old red blood 
cells—a process which goes on more 
or less constantly. There are a good 
many points at which the process 
can go off, thus releasing these pig­ 
ments into the general circulation 
and causing them to be deposited in 
the sMn and membranes of the body 
to bring about the yellowish dis­ 
coloration known as jaundice. 
From this, it is easy to see that 
the causes oi Jaundice are varied. 
Since the liver plays a major role 
In the process mentioned above. 
Jaundice due to liver disorders is 
probably the most common type, 
tttd is usually associated with in- 
llamatlon or hardening of this im- 
Dortant ortan. 
LIVEB DAMAGE 
Jaundice due to inflammation of 
the liver usually is caused by a 
virus infection. However, it may be 
due to liver damage resulting from 
the Ingestion of .certain drugs, such 
as carbon tetrachloride, phosphorus, 
or chloroform. 
In the form caused by liver In- 
fectioD, Jaundice may occur three 
months after a blood transfusion or 
may develop w ithout warning, 
tisually fever, chQls. and extreme 
yellow color of the skin, with en­ 
largement and tenderness of the 
liver are present. These c a ^ are 
generally treated by employing a 
high carbohydrate (starches and 
sugars) and high protein diet. 
Certain substances, such as meth­ 
ionine and choline, have been dis­ 
covered to be of benefit in this 
condliion. Some favorable results 
have been reported with the use 
of antibiotics, such as aureomycin, 
chloramphenicol, and terramycin. 
In most cases, the disease itself Is

limited and disappears as time pro­ 
gresses. 
DEFECTIVE CELLS 
Another type of Jaundice is caused 
by defective red blood cells, which 
are smaller than the normal ones 
and are round in shape. As a result, 
these red blood cells are extremely 
fragile and rupture easily. This 
disease Is seen frequently in many 
children; an enlarged spleen usual­ 
ly accompanies this disorder. 
Another form of Jaundice, known 
as post-liver Jaundice, is caused by 
an obstruction to the normal flow 
of the bile from the Ever and gall­ 
bladder to the ^testines. This ob­ 
struction to the flow of bile may 
be either partial or complete. It is 
usually caused by either a stone in 
the tube or duct between the gall­ 
bladder' and the intestines, or a 
tumor of the duct or the structure 
around the duct.

And it's not so much 
the words you say as the tone in 
which you say them. The sound 
that comes from the mouth is a 
definite indication of personality. 
Some people are reluctant to ad­ 
mit their voiee is not as pleasant 
as it might be. A woman who re­ 
fuses to recognize this and remedy 
It is being unkind to herself. Beau­ 
tiful voices are. with few excep­ 
tions, made, not bom. 
Sofud motton pkiares have 
proved that a pretty face will not 
make up for an nnpleasing voiee. 
It Is not by ehance that actree- 
aes* volees are among the easiest 
on the ears. They work hard for 
those s<fft tones. 
What can you do to improve your 
speech? Well, for one thing, you 
must remember that all parts of the 
body are involved when you speak. 
GOOD POSTURE 
Good posture gnd proper breath­ 
ing are essential.' You should be 
relaxed, put dont, above all, con­ 
fuse “relax" with collapse. I know 
this sounds funny, but a really val­ 
uable exercise which throws the 
body into the right position for 
speech is to practice listening with 
alert attention. 
One way to do this is to imagine 
that a line is hanging from the mid­ 
dle of your skull down through your 
body. This will keep you erect. But 
don’t overdo it and become tense. 
In learning to breathe correctly, 
1 had to learn that the diaphragm, 
throat and mouth, must be relax­ 
ed. Panting is an excellent exer­ 
cise for this—and during the sum­ 
mer it’s certainly an easy one. 
When you start a breathing ex­ 
ercise, don't start by Inhaling. The

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first step is to let out your breath 
on a “ha" sigh, slowly. This is 
easy to do if you look at a picture 
of the man in your life. Then close 
your mouth and let the outside air 
rush, in through your nostrils nat­ 
urally, Remember, don't push the 
sound out of your body. Allow It 
to come out naturally. 
To improve your breath control, 
fill your lungs and count to five. 
Then take a little catch breath and 
count again. Be sure there is no 
strain. Don’t let the breath es­ 
cape. When you can do this, prac­ 
tice on one line of poetry, then two 
lines, three ánd four. This ought 
to be very gradual so there is no 
strain. 
Humming develops resonance in 


your voice, as does saying the syl­ 
lables. ' sing, sang, sung. Another 
good exercise; repeating mean, 
mane, mine, moan, moon—though 
it may make your neighbors think 
you’re dying. 
To flex your tongue, try trilling 
the tip and then pronouncing the 
syllables tata, dada, nana, lala, rara.y 
It also helps to practice listening 
for good voices among your friends. 
Listen, too, to the recorded voices 
of people who speak well. Eva Le- 
Gallienne, Edward R. Morrow, Hel­ 
en Hayes and the late Franklin D. 
Roosevelt are a few. 
Improvement may come slowly, 
but come it will—with practice.

Finally the sute gave its approval to a work­ 
able plan for acquiring the thousaiid-aae site. 
The county deposited deeds to Shell Beach and 
Stinson Beach county parks as a part of the 
“matching" requirement. 
All that remained 
was a matter of |26,000 cash to be raised by 
the county. 
Our county officials were able to produce 
$16,000 and again it was the Conservation 
League that came to the rescue.

000, turned it over to the county which in 
turn turned it over to the sute; and Tómales 
Bay Sute Park was finally, officially assured.

High Prices Don't 
Help Merchants 


A little more than a year ago this country 
witnessed the wave of-scare buying that fol­ 
lowed the outbreak of the Korean war. There 
was all kinds of frightened talk about severe 
future shortages of practically everything. The 
main problem of many merchants was to get 
enough goods from manufacturers to meet the 
roaring demand. 


A short dmc ago the Wall Street Journal 
conducted an annivcnary survey to find out 
Just how much conditions have changed. 
According to its report, the picture is now 
drasdcally different. 
Merchants are bothered 
with longages, not shortages. 
And they are 
buying warily from the suppliers. The paper 
quotes one department store official as saying. 
"We qilit hand-to-mouth buying a couple of 
months ago. 
Now we’re buying mouth to 
toniili." 


This doesn't mean that retail business is in 
the doldrums. It isn't. It is running at a good 
level, but the days of record sales may be over. 
In many cases stores have large inventories of 
goods which are moving comparatively slowly. 
And consumers arc shopping about and buying 
with great care. 


Here is further proof of the fact that the 


retailer has plenty of problems, even though 


his prices seem sky-high to most of us. Those 


prices aren't his fault—in case after case his 


actual profit per dollar of sales is less than it 


was in days when the price level was much 
lower. 
His operating costs have gone up all 
along the line, due to conditions which are 
entirely beyond his control. 
He must bear 
much of the brunt of consumer resentment 
over inflation. So matters aren’t all milk and 
honey among our retail merchants.

But the plain, fact Is that 
if Eisenhower has any intentions 
whatsoever of accepting the demo­ 
cratic 
nomination, 
some 
very 
shrewd political operators, includ­ 
ing men like Gov. Thomas E. Dew­ 
ey and Sen. James Duff, have been 
suffering from remarkable delu­ 
sions. 


EISENHOWER HAS made no 
final commitments to anyone. But 
it goes without saying that Elsen­ 
hower has discussed politics with 
visitors—he could not, under the 
circumstances, have avoided doing 
so. These conversations have point­ 
ed to the following conclusions: 
first, that Eisenhower is willing to 
take the republican nomination it 
offered; second, that he realises 
that he must take a stand on basic 
issues well before the republican 
convention; and third, that his 
stand on domestic issues is firmly 
republican. 
Eisenhower’s own public and 
private statements before he went 
to Europe confirm the latter point. 
The faint hope of the dwindling 
band of Eisenhower democrats is 
that Eisenhower will take the 
democratic nomination if ^ n , 
Robert A. Taft is nominated by 
the repubUcans, and Truman then 
bows out. But if the above conclu­ 
sions are correct—and those who 
should know are very categorical 
on all three points—the nomina­ 
tion of Eisenhower on the* demo­ 
cratic ticket looks like a pipe 
dream. This is barring a war sltu- 
alion, in which case, of course, all 
political bets are off.

There Is Justice William 
Douglas, hero of the New Dealers, 
but probably the longest shot of 
all, since the New Dealers no long­ 
er dominate the party. 
Mnally, there is Chief Justice 
Pred Vinson, universally put for­ 
ward as Truman’s own choice to 
succeed himself, if Truman does 
not run. It is possible to imagine 
a situation in which Truman would 
bow out at the last moment, name 
Vinson as his candidate in a speech 
to the convention, and secure Vin­ 
son’s nomination by switching to 
him all the Tnimin-committcd 
delegates.

Let's Not Kid Ourselves About 
Possible Cracks In Iron Curtain

WA8RINOTON OP)—It may be 
ell right to keep on trying to get 
through the iron curtain to the 
Russian people, but let's not kid 
ourselves about the success we’re 
having. 
Eddy Olhnore. who has been the 
Associated Preac corre^ndenl in 
Moioow for years, had a brief but 
significant sentence In a story he 
aent last week from the Russian 
capitia: 
TM west, although it sometimes 
does not seem to realise it, hts lit­ 
tle opportunity to influence public 
opinion in the Soviet Union.” 
Since the Russian Communists 
run the country wit h an iron hand, 
they control all the outlets for 
information: radio, newspapers, 
and public speakers. 


BECAUSE THEY WANT to stay 
in power and would crush any op­ 
position, they ten the people what 


they want them to hear or read. 
It'S ona-ildcd but that's ah the 
Russian people get . 
The state department’s Voics of 
America broadcasts to Russia but 
the Communists have done their 
best, which seems to be pretty 
good, to jam it out. 
And it probably would be one of 
the great illusions of our time to 
assume great numbers of the Rus­ 
sians are panting to hear about 
us or from us. Here we have 
learned to look with suspicion on 
anything from the Soviet govern­ 
ment. 
It seems likely the Russian peo­ 
ple may have somewhat the same 
feeling toward us, since the Com­ 
munists have had a long time to 
condition them and propagandiM 
them into that attitude. 
Ifs easy to assume that be­ 
cause we value freedom so higfaly, 
the Russian masses must want it

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just as Intensely. But the point Is: 
they’ve never had it so they can 
hardly know what theyYe missing. 
In 1839 a Frenchman, Marquis 
De Custlne, wrote a book on what 
he saw in Russia. It’s called “Jour­ 
ney For Our Time.” It's pretty 
much the kind of thing being writ­ 
ten about Russia today by those 
who escape. 


THIS YEAR IT WAS translated 
into English by Phyllis Penn Koh­ 
ler, with an introduction by Gen­ 
eral Walter Bedel! Smith, who was 
American ambassador to Moscow 
for several years after the war and 
now heads the central Intelligence 
agency whose Job is finding out 
what goes on behind the curtain. 
Smith wrote: “It is not.enougli 
and basically it is not true to say, 
as 80 many have said to me, that 
the Russian people are like people 
everywhere and only the govem- 
menl is different. 
“The people too are different. 
They are different because wholly 
different social and political con­ 
ditions retarded and perverted 
their development and set them 
apart from other civilizations.” 
Last week the Russian govern­ 
ment replied to a resolution passed 
early this summer, expressing 
friendship for the Russian people. 
It had been sent to the Russians 
by President Truman, with a note 
of his own. 


THE RUSSIANS REPEATED a 
peace plan which they had tried 
before. This government called it 
a phony. 
Then the Communists broadcast 
the full exchange the length of 
Russia and published It all every­ 
where. But in publishing It. they 
also gave their interpretation of 
what we said. In short, üiey called 
us phonies. 
There was some crowing around 
here that publication of all this 
in Russia had cracked the iron 
curtain a bit. But It was In dlscus- 
ling the Russian publication of the 
exdiaiige, side by side with the 
communist interpretation, that 
Gilmore said the west has little 
“opportunity to influence publk 
oidnion in the Soviet Union.” 


THE REGULAR DEMOCRATS' 
first choice after Truman, accord­ 
ing to a poll of the democratic na­ 
tional committee, is Sen. Paul A. 
Douglas. But what Is not gener­ 
ally realized (although it Is verf 
well realized by Douglas himself ) 
is the fact that Douglas has three 
strikes against him. 
Strike one, of course, la the fact 
that Truman intensely dislikes 
him. and would certainly move 
heaven and earth to prevent his 
nomination. Strike two is the fact 
that Douglas suffers from the 
drastic disadvantage of having 
written prolifically on political and 
economic subjects. Certain past 


IT IS TRUE that the Chief Jus­ 
tice has kept his hand in. and is 
personally populaf with the organ­ 
ization men. But Vinson has no 
real national following, and the 
supreme court is anythtng but a 
good Jumping-off place' for the 
White House. It is possible that, 
given the nomination of Eisen­ 
hower on the republican ticket, the 
democrats might more or less 
throw in the sponge, nominating 
Vinson as a gesture to hold the 
party together in a time of in­ 
evitable defeat. But, as 1948 dem­ 
onstrated, good politicians never 
accept defeat as inevitable. 
Moreover, although Truman can 
cfrtalnly have the nomination for 
himself if he wants it, he does not 
now appear popular or powerful 
enough in his party to dictate the 
nomination of a hand-picked suc­ 
cessor. Even Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt would have found this far 
from easy, and Truman is no 
Roosevelt. Fbr all these reasons, 
the question "Who else is there?” 
seems at the moment to suggest 
no really practical answer. And for 
these sqme reasons, the pressure 
on Truman to nm again is likely 
to mount. Add the fact that the 
available evidence clearly suggests 
that this Is Truman’s intention 
anyway, and the nomination of 
Harry S. Truman on the demo­ 
cratic ticket next year begins to 
seem a pretty tempting bet.

Industry Hits Record Level, 
But Profits Not So High

industry turned out goods at near 
record Igvels last week to keep 
abreast of defense orders but their 
operations were less profitable 
than in pre-Korea days.

But a provisloi) of $180,000,000 
for federal income taxes in the 
first half was more than double 
the first half of 1950. And net in­ 
come for the first six months was 
equal to $3.81 a share, compared 
with $4.08 a year ago. 
All of the steel mills had to 
move briskly to meet the needs 
of the many industries dependent 
upon them.

Robinson's Letter

congratulations on your splen­ 
did editorial of July 10 in which 
you support the action of the state 
legislature in removing taxes from 
non-profit private schools. 
I am protnptod to write this let­ 
ter by a letter which appeared 
over the signature of one Gordon 
P. Robinson of Mill VaUey. 
Mr. Robinson says he Is one of 
those persons who are circulating 
a petition for a referendum on the 
subject. He then sets forth his 
reasons for so doing. 
First, he says the act Is dis­ 
criminatory because it doesn’t ap­ 
ply to nursery schools and such 
private institutions as The Kath­ 
arine Branson School, San Rafael 
Military Academy, and Tamalpais 
School for Boys. 
In the case of nursery schools— 
cooperative and otherwise, they be­ 
long in the public school system 
and In many places they have been 
made a part of such systems and 
have thereby become tax free. I 
think that Mr. Robinson wUl con­ 
cede that It would be rather diffi­ 
cult to grant tax immunity to or­ 
ganizations that spring up at the 
whim of poups of citizens and 
which In many cases have no 
itandtof whatever in the educa­ 
tional pattern of the community.

Dots Mr. Robinson propose that 
this should automatically make It 
tax free? 
In the case of the private schools 
mentioned, they are not non-profit 
and consequently do not come un­ 
der the language of the act. If 
such schools were excused from 
taxation, then every money-mak-> 
ing business should rightfully de-\ 
mand the same privilege. 
Mr. Robinson’s second reason is 
that “it tends to assist in the fur­ 
ther extension of denominational 
schools wnlch art designed to 
shield the children of several reli-

gious groups from exposure to al­ 
ternate or diifcrent religious views 
lest they lose their faith.** 
That is distortion of the rankest 
order. Religious schools are de­ 
signed to educate children in the 
American way Just as surely as 
public schools are and only a ^got 
would deny that. 
His third reason is 4hat by ex­ 
tending denominational schools we 
are undermining our public schools. 
Mr. Robinson tips his hand there. 
He apparently has not been in­ 
formed that California is the last 
state in the union to remove taxes 
from non-profit private schools. 
The fact that we had taxes on 
our private schools did not force 
people to send their children to 
public schools, did it, Mr. Rob­ 
inson? They paid the piper and 
sent their kids where they wanted 
to anyway. So what you really 
meant was that religious schools' 
shouldn’t be allowed at all. They 
should be stamped out as they are 
being stamped out now in Czecho­ 
slovakia, Poland and other ooun- 
tries in Europe. 
And then Mr. Robinson quotes 
at some length from a British 
philosopher named L. P. Jacks. - 
According to Jacks, religion is 
made up of accuracy, saying what 
we mean, humanity, breadth of 
mind, 
thoroughness, 
reverence, 
fair play, kindness to animals, 
courtesy to servants, good manners 
to one another and truthfulness 
in all things. 
What an odd religion this Jacks 
has, which does not include “faith 
in God” — which does not even 
mention God at all. 
Why didn’t Mr. Robinson men­ 
tion the fact that the non-profit 
private schools which have been 
released from taxation by an al­ 
most unanimous vote of our state 
legislature contributed a mere 
$640,000 a year in taxes? 
Why didn’t he add that to re­ 
place the plant they provide for a 
“school hungry” state would cost 
the taxpayers several millions of 
dollars? 
And why didn’t he report in all 
fairness that all the petition-sign­ 
ing and furore is being generated 
by a minority that calls itself the 
California Taxpayers’ Alliance with 


the aid and comfort of the Com­ 
munist Party organ on the West 
Coast, the People’s World? 
People who send their children 
to non-profit private echooli pay 
taxes, Mr. Robinson. Those taxes 
support the public schools. They 
pay additional fees to send their 
children to schools of their own 
choosing and whatever their rea­ 
sons, so long as they are not inimi­ 
cal to the welfare of the United 
States, they jibe perfectly with 
freedom of religion, one of the 
cardinal tenets of our American 
democracy. .

State Has One In Ten Of U.S. 
Old Age Pension Recipients 
One out of every ten people get- 
ing old age aid in the United 
States is in California and 1,219 
of them are getting the aid through 
Marin county, California Taxpay­ 
ers* associatkm said today. 
Throughout the United States, 
there were 2,754,864 people receiv­ 
ing old age aid tn May, with total 
aid paid out of $118^29307 — an 
average payment per person of 
$43.17. 
During the month of June, there 
were 274,00 people on California’s 
old age aid rolls, getting an average 


payment of $67.02 per person—to a 
total cost of $18,395,101 for the 
mcmth. 
June, 1951, saw 1,219 people in 
Marin county getting an average of 
$67.30 per person, or a total aid pay­ 
ment of $82,042 for the ohe month. 
California’s 274,490 recipients for 
June was 10 per cent of the na­ 
tional case load for May. Its $18,- 
395,101 paid out was 15.5 per cent 
of the total aid paid to the aged 
in the country during May. Cali­ 
fornia’s $67.02 average payment per 
person was 55.2 per cent greater 
than the national average

Of damps and flinehes: Ttie sh^oot- 
tng slump is oat of the fasdnitinK 
mysteries of the shooUng game tha 
calls forth much aifumenl and 
much discussion and httte In the 
way of conclusion. Why Is shooter 
hot cme day In the field and the 
nest day he can’t hit his hat? Why 
is it that often in the duck blind 
the shooter will make his fast snap 
shots and mlai those set ups that 
he sees coming for a mUe away and 
is just sure he’s going lo nail dead 
to rights? 
There are three most common 
reasons for misslnf with a shot-gun 
and in order of their Importance 
I’d say they were: (I) Insufficient 
lead, (2) Not cheeking the piece and 
(3) StoiH>inf the gun which Is just 
another form of insufficient lead. 
fikeet shooting develppe in the 
gunner the habit of cheeking, lead­ 
ing and follow through so that it 
becomes so much a part of him that 
he Just can’t help doing it right. 
That’s why moat skeet and trap 
shooters are excellent field shots 
and why all shooters can improve 
their chances on the ducks, pheas­ 
ants, doves and quail by getting in 
a little pre-season trap and skeet. 
Going back to the questions posed 
above. ’The shooter will make his 
snap diola because they are unex­ 
pected and when he swings on the 
bird he has no time to think or stop 
the gun whereas conversely on the 
duck or dove shot that he spots 
coming a long way off he cheeks 
his gun, gets on the bird, carefully 
measures his lead, STOPS the gun 
and pulls the trigger and conse­ 
quently shoots way behind the 
taiiiet. It’s as simple as that Hie 
shooter misses and aska hlníself a 
futile why? He’s sure he did every­ 
thing just right and he missed. He 
imagines a blown pattern, cusses 
the shells. Is twice as careful on 
the next shot «id again he stops 
the gun and again he misses and 
he’s convinced he’s in a slump. One„ 
of the h«dest things for a gimner 
to detect in himself is stopping. 
Non-cheeking or shooting with 
he head off the stock will cause 
he hunter to miss by shooting over 
he tqp of the mark. Holding your 
lead up when shooting a shot-gun 
is just the same as raising the^m r 
sight on a riñe to get longer range. 
You actually raise the muxile above 
line of sight so that any near tar­ 
get and all shot-gun torgets should 
not be over 50 yards at tha out­ 
side, is over shot. 
The reason most shooters raise 


their heads ia because they wan 
to see the result of the shot before 
they pull the trifger. They see .the 
result all right and nine times ou 
of ten ll*t a mlaa. The cure for head- 
up ahooling is to devdcfi toe habt 
oi seeing toe shot result right down 
toe barrel of toe gun. Trap shooting 
is especially good to teach^thls 
point. 
Hinches are another common 
cauaa of misses. Mapy people 
erroneous, think toe ñinch 
cauaed by toooters becoming gun- 
shy or afraid of the gun, or from 
over shooting, or from heavy loads 
Actually the most common cause 
of toe flinch is toe gun not going 
off when toe shooter expects it to 
go bang. A bang-up trigger, a very 
very slight hang fire or a too heavy 
trigger pull cause a lot more flinch­ 
es than anything else. Shooting 
trap and akeet with a gun with 
toe proper weight of trigger pull will 
cura 90% of all llmching. 
PrcNideel man in Marin county 
this week is Tom Brown of Mill 
Valley who finally broke into the 
Twentffivir’s Qub by doing it 
handily Sunday at toe Club range.
